Darly Start for the Pole. 

In the middle of February, before the rise 

of the sun to its winter height, Mr. Well- 
man, with three Norwegians and forty-five . 
dogs, started north. It was the earliest 
sledge journey on record in that high lati- 
tude. 
On reaching Fort McKinley Mr. Wellman 
found Bentsen dead, but Bjorvig, accord- 
ing to promise, had kept the body in the 
house, sleeping beside it through two months 
of arctic darkness. Notwithstanding his 
terrible experience the survivor was safe 
and cheerful.

The missing twenty-four had died 
of wounds, stativd tion, and fever or been 
killed in battle with the insurgents and had 
been buried’ with thé ehHureh or just outside 
the doors! .Qnif tuo OMieers came back with 
the survivers of the siege.

Au tus other officers, the First Lieutenant, 
the priest, and all the non-commissioned 
officers,- had died before then. Lieutenant 
Martin Himself was twice badly wounded 
and once was 60 sick of the beri beri fever 
that his soldiers thougbt he was dead and 
were preparing the body for burial. But 


nme revived, and although much of his time 


he had to command his men from his sick 
bed, he rose. om one occasion and led a. 
charge of his soldiers against the insurgents 
and captured their first line of intrench- 
ments. 


Nothing to Daunt Them. 


Nothing daunted the defenders of Baler. 


Sometimes it seemed as if they would perish 
of thirst. Then there would come a kindly 
rain and they would fill their barrels and 
the cisterns put outside the church, with 
enough water to carry them e an- 
other dry spell. 

Their provisions ran low and were 
put on a starvation diet. They shot the 
bats that flew about the belfry of the church 


and ate them. 
They risked their lives crawling out on 


dark nights into the church yard to bring in 


the enakes that had been shot in day- 
light by the vigilant watchers in the win- 
tows. 

Once two prowling cats that ame too near 
the church were lured in and killed for food 
and a dog that followed one of the besiegers’ 
peace commissioners to the church went the 
same way. They ate the rats and mice 
that filled the priests’ house adjoining the 
church and they lived for weeks on the 
leaves of the calabaza, which grew in pro- 
fusion in the old church yard. 

But starved and enfeebled as the Spaniards 
were, there was not a moment, day or night, 
whenever the enemy attempted to carry the 
church by storm that there were not enough 
ot the gaunt, fever stricken men to spring 

o the windows and pour in a fire that sent 
attacking party flying back to its 


“trenches, leaving thelr dead and wounded 


behind. . 
When the Siege Began. 
The siege really began on the tn day of 


June, although firing did not begin until 


three days later. On June 27 occurréd the 
uprising of the Filipinos of Principe Prov- 
ince, which is on the eastern side of the 
(sland of Lugon, The only Spanish ‘troops 
in the province were a edmpany of thé Beo- 


ond Battalion de Cazadores of fifty-five mon, 


under Captain Enricque de las Morenas y 
Fossi, stationed at Buler, the dapital of the 
Baler is situated near the middle of the 
Island of Luzon, a few miles inland from the 
Pacific Ocean and about 150 miles from 
Manila, It is a town of about 8,000 inhabi- 
tants, and consists chiefly of nipa huts, with 
a few stone buildings in the business sec- 
a market-plgce, and a massive church 
built of stone and brick, with a convent ad- 
jolfiing, where the priests lived and the:vil- 
lage schools were taught, and the town life 
generally centered. 


At the beginning of the Principe uprising 


the Spanish soldiers in Baler, who occupied 
Nipa Barracks, near the public square, de- 


’ sided, as they would probably have a great- 


ly superior force pitted against them, and 
as it was useless to expect reinforcements, 
to retire to the church and convert it into a 


their Fortress a Church. 

Captain Morenas accordingly took pos- 
session of the church, flew the Spanish flag 
from the belfry, and prepared for a long 
siege. Six thousand pounds of rice were car- 
ried into the church and stored away, a 
large quantity of wood was piled in, and 
all the rations and camp supplies that be- 
longed to the soldiers or that they could 
procure from the natives were also carried 
into the church. The cisterns and well of 
the church and convent were filled with 
water and barrels in the galleries of the 
church to catch the water from the root.

SKCOND ANNUAL MEETING OF AFRO- 
: AMERICAN BODY OPENS. 
After Addresses of Weleome to the 300 
‘Delegates in Bethel Church Bishop 
| Alexander Walters Delivers the An- 
nual Address of the President—De- 
lay While It Is Determined Which 
J Would-Be Speakers Have Earned 
the Right ‘to Be Heard. | 
— 


The Afro-American Council, which has for 
its object the general uplifting of the colored 
race and aims especially to check the prev- 
alence of lynching, began its second annual 
convention yesterday in Bethel Church, 
Twenty-fourth and Dearborn streets. Most 
of the 300 persons present were clergymen 
and educators. 

After addresses of welcothe by Dr. Howard 
S. Taylor, the Rev. A. J. Carey and A. H. 
Roberts, and a response by Bishop Turner, 
Bishop Alexander Walters, President of the 
council, delivered the annual address. After 
giving an account of the organization of the 
2 he continued: 

The goal to be reached is all that is 
guaranteed to American citizens by the 
constitution and Declaration of Independ- 
ence, life, liberty, and the pursuit of haz- 


piness; the recognition in all parts of this 


broad land of the citizenship of the negro; 
the removal of the barriers erected by preju- 
dice to hinder Afro-Americans from at- 
taining their highest development. In a 
word, we desire the opportunity to struggle, 
unfettered, for the things which some of the 
white people of this country think are ‘ un- 
attainable’ by negroes, but which they are 
careful to keep out of their reach. 


Fair Trials for Colored Men. 


Whenever the authorities of the Southern 
States, wherein heinous crimes are said to 
have been committed by negroes, can and 
will assure the leaders that Afro-Americans 
who are accused will be given fair trial, they 
can count on the leaders of the colored race 
to assist them in the apprehension and con- 
viction of negro criminals. ~- 

“No self-respecting negro will ‘turn over 
to an angry mob a man of his race to be 


mutilated and burned.” 


His Ideas on Expansion. 


. Bishop Walters touched on the subject of 
expansion as follows 

It to be an expansionist is a dentro to see 
one's country enlarged by the acquisition of 
territory, a larger fleld for commerce, oppor- 
tunities to give a higher civilization to semi- 
civilized peoples, and to add prestige to the 
nation, then I am an expansionist.

The first 
four months of 1898 were remarkably dry 
especially April. The total precipitation for 
these months was only 4.5 inches, as against 
9.72 in normal years. Dr. Reynolds and Dr. 
Reilly have discovered that this fact had 
u marked effect in decreasing all ‘* water- 
borne diseases, such as typhoid fever, 
while, on the other hand, it greatly increased 
the alr-borne diseases, such as scariet 
fever, pneumonia, and diphtheria. In the 
seventeen dry weeks the deaths from water- 
borne diseases averaged 25.7 per week. In 
the ensuing nine weeks, which were normally 
wet, the deaths from these diseases averaged 
44.8 per week—an increase of 74 per cent. On 
the other hand, the air-borne diseases dur- 
ing the dry period reached 191 deaths per 


are shown by a comparison of the 90 dry 
season with the first six months of 1898, 
which constituted a wet season. During the 
first ‘six months of the present year there 
were 817 scarlet fever deaths, an increase. 
of 780 per cent over the previous year. But 
during the 98 wet season the, deaths from 
typhoid were greater than in 90 by 82 per 
cent. The conclusion is that, in Chicago at 
least, dry seasons increase the prevalence 
and fatality of the air-borne diseases and 
reduce the prevalence and fatality of the 
water-borne diseases, and vice-versa.

The statistics of exports of provisions for 
the last seven months do not rev 
ment of an unusual number of cattle or of 
pounds of fresh or canned beef. ‘During the 
months in question 195,300 head of cattle 
were sent out of the country, as against 
230,600 for the corresponding months of 
1898. Therefore the advance in the price 
of beef is more likely to be due toa scarcity 
of cattle on the ranges, occasioned by the 
failure of grass in many sections of Mon- 
tana and in most of Arizona and New 
Mexico. That is an explanation which re- 
lieves the packers from all blame and shifts 
the responsibility to nature. 

The price of beef fluctuates like that of 
other commodities, but buyers do not notice 
the drops in price as much as they do the 
advances. Sometimes when cattle have 
become scarce and dear, and those who have 
any are making much money, many men 
rush headlong into the business, Cattle in- 
crease and multiply, prices fall, and some 
of the cattle raisers get discouraged and go 
at something else. Severe winters and dry 
summers may create such havoc among the 
herds as to cause a scarcity and send prices 
up. If that is a conspiracy it is a con- 
spiracy of the elements, which man cannot 
thwart except by buying less beef. 

THE MABKET SEASON FOR GAME. 

Commission ‘Merchants and dealers in 
| poultry 1 generally h ve decla red 
they will not respect the provisions of the 
law recently passed in Illinois regulating 
the sale of game. They have expressed 
their intention of fighting the statute, say- 
ing that they will carry the cases to the 
court of last resort if necessary, For years 
people interested in the preservation of fhe 


passage of a law that would prevent the 
wholesale slaughter of the song and insect- 
ivorous birds of the State, and would tend 
at the same time to limit the sale of game 
birds in market to certain named months of 
the year in order that the extermination of 
the game birds, which was already in sight, 
might be put off. The efforts of those in- 
terested succeeded in securing a law which, 
if enforced, will effectually protect the 
songsters. The influence of the market 
men was such that only slight changes 
could be secured in the statute regulating 
the killing and the selling of aoa 8 
The dealers have not in many years been 
allowed to sell game birds in September, 
and their intimation that the new law 
works hardship upon them in making the 
beginning of the sale season Oct. 1 is mis- 
leading to the public. As a matter of fact 
the sale season is as long as it ever was ex- 


heretofore have never been protected at all. 
The game dealers say that they do not de- 
sire to sell Illinois-killed game, but that 
they wish to sell at all seasons birds killed 
in other States. The end desired by the 
friends of the birds is the preservation of 
the species, whether bred in Indiana or in 
Illinois, Nearly every State in the union 
has a law forbidding the export of game 
from its borders. The temptation of the 
‘Chicago market is too great, however, and 
men illegally trap birds and them to 
Chicago surreptitiously. 
Much of the game sold in this city is in a 
sense stolen property, and the extension of 
the game selling season in Chicago through- 
out the entire year would mean simply the 
continuous killing of birds in adjacent States 
atallseasons, including the time when they 
are doing their best to rear their young. 
The months which the law leaves open in 
Illinois for the sale of game are the only 
months when game is fit to be eaten. So 
if the season were extended the matter 
would pass into the hands of the Health 
department, which would be called upon to 
teach dealers and consumers alike a few 
lessons touching the food question

territoriality, a few words on the subject 
of its peerage oe now constituted may prove 
of timely interest. We are constantly hear- 
‘ing of Princes, Counts, and Barons hailing 


one knows exactly the value of these titles, 
either in this country or in Europe, at any 
rate in their application to the Japanese, 
and inasmuch as the official Japanese peer- 
age is written in Japanese it is difficult to 
obtain information on the subject. 
Japan's House of Peers today comprises 
ten Princes, none of them of imperial rank; 
five-and-twenty Marquises, eighty Counts, 
852 Viscounts, and a little over 100 Barons. 
The ten Princes comprise the chiefs of the 
former so-called Gosekke families, five in 
number, which in times gone —4 constituted 
the immediate entourage of the 
the ancient capital of Kioto. The names ot 
the five families in question are the Ichijo, 
to which the reigning Empress belongs, and 
the houses of Kujo, Takatsukasa, Nijo, and 
Konoye. In 1888 the Emperor conferred 
hereditary peerages of princely rank on the 
families of Sanjo, who was his first Premier: 
upon Iwakura, who was the first Japanese 
Ambassador to the United States, upon 
Shimadzu, who previous to the revolution 
of 1867 was the reigning Daimio of the vassal 
state of Satsuma; upon the family of Mori; 
and last, but not least, upon the inustrious 
house of Tokugawa. 
It was the latter which for the space of 
‘years—that is to say, down to the revolu- 
tion of 1867—monopolized the temporal sov- 
ereignty of Japan, leaving to the Mikado 
only the spiritual supremacy, and the first 
treaty ever signed between this country and 
Japan was made in the name, npt of the 
Mikado, but of the Tycoon, the title borne 


by the head of the then te ruler 

The’ revalution of 1067 in Ja resulted 
in the Mikado recovering temporal suprem- 


acy and in the transfer of the imperial abode 
from Kioto to Tokio, while the Tycoon with- 
drew into private life. He still s ves, as 
do his two brothers, one of w visited 
the court of the Tuileries in 1866, where he 
was received with impertal honors, after- 
wards going on to Englands the Prince of 
Wales going as far as Dover to welcome him. 
The ex-Tycoon’s son is one of the most 
prominent nobles in the House of Lords at 
Tokio and is a particular favorite of the 
Emperor, who is a frequent visitor at his 
palace. Both the Emperor and the Em- 
press, I may add, visit the members of these 
ten princely houses, and it is from among the 
latter's daughters that the rulers of Japan 
are expected to look for their consort. 

Frew people have any idea of the lineage 
and of the length of the unbroken descent 
of some of these houses of the old aristoc- 
racy of Japan. Thus the oldest and most 
illustrious of all is that of the Fujiwara; 
whose members trace back their ancestry 
in an unbroken line for 2,600 years to a re- 
tainer of the founder of the Japanese dy- 
nasty. Although there are only ten princely 
families who, as stated above, are represent- 
ed in the House of Lords of Japan, yet there 
are alongside of these at least 120 so-called 
Kuje families. Several of these trace back 
their descent to the lifetime of Christ. Some 
were founded by the sons of Emperors and 
of the latter’s concubines, while others owe 
their origin to famous Generals and states- 
men in the earliest days of Japan. These 
Kuje families bear the princely title, and, 
although unrepresented in the House of 
Lords, constitute what may be described as 
the cream of Japanese aristocracy, the kind 
of Noble Faubourg of the Tokio world. As 
a rule they look down upon and decline to 
consider on a footing of equality the Prince 
Shimadzu and the Prince Tokuwaga, re- 
garding them as mere parvenus owing to 
their ancestry being only a few centuries 
old instead of it * of 
years. 

—

whom there are twenty-five, most of them 
are former Daimios or great territorial 
nobles of less exalted rank than the Kuje 
families, but who exercised petty sovereign- 
ty over their respective provinces and who | 
ip 5 the principal supporters of the Tycoon | 
against the Mikado.

The former Daimio or petty ruler of the 
province of Kaga, a name familiar to all 
collectors of porcelajn, is the Marquis Maeda, 
who remains probably the wealthiest and 
the most go-ahead member of th¢ Japanese 
nobility. 

Let me add incidentally that the Marquis 
Nabeshima is today Grand Master of Cere- 
monies at the Japanese court, while his 
wife, who dresses according to the latest 
Parisian fashion, is one of the principal as- 
sistants of the Empress in the latter’s re- 
cently organized riding club, where the wom- 
en of the highest Japanese aristocracy, who 
formerly never rode, are becoming adept 
equestriennes, the Empress herself having 
become a fine rider. 

With regard to the Counts, the Viscounts, 
and the Barons, they are nearly all men be- 
longing to the former two-sworded class— 
that is to say, to the petty nobility—who by 
servite to the state or by reason of the pos- 
session of territorial influence have been 
accorded seats in the Chamber of Peers. 


When I 80 to the peerage of | 33 and 
to there being only ten Princes and twenty- 
five Marquises, and so on, it must be under - 
stood that while these occupy seats as such 
in the House of Lords they do not by any 
manner of means constitute the whole aris- 
tocracy of Japan. In Great Britain there 
are lots of aristocrats with blue-blooded | 
and unbroken line of ancestry going back 
sades, but who have no seat in the 
House of Lords. So it is in Japan, and as I 
have endeavored to show, while there are 
only ten princely houses which are repre- 
sented by their chiefs seated on the Princes’ 
bench in the Chamber of Peers, there are 
considerably over 100 Kuge or princely fam- 
ilies which have no seat in the House of 
Lords, but which nevertheless constitute the
